Tue Lire anp Writines oF De Witt Crixton. 
By William W. Campbell, author of “ Border 
Warfare of New York, or Annals of Tryon coun- 
ty.” New York: Baker & Scribner, 145 Nassau- 
street. 1849, 

This volame opens with concise biographical 
sketches of the Grandfather and Father of 
De Witt Clinton, with a similar one of himself. 
In these, the most noticeable facts and dates con- 
nected with the life of the individual referred to 
are grouped together, in a convenient form and 
with the appearance of minute accuracy. But 
there is no attempt at that clear and delicate por- 
traiture of character, that analysis and reproduc- 
tion of the scenes and influences amid which the 
‘life was passed, and that gathering up and vivid 
representation of the influences exerted and the 
works accomplished—which alone constitute 
Biography, in the higher sense. We regret this. 
A suitable monument should be raised in History 
to that far-sighted and indefatigable man who was 
U. S, Senator from New York at the age of thirty- 
three, who was for nine years the governor of 
the State, who was so closely identified at the 
time with all its great interests of education and 
material improvement, and who died in the ma- 
turity of his powers before he had completed his 
fifty-ninth year. The heats of partizan feeling 
have had time to die out. The season has come 
for an unprejudiced and comprehensive measure- 
ment of a character, which with all its faults was 
doubtless in other respects among the noblest 
the State has produced. It is time that the pub- 
lic services of Clinton, his great qualities and his 
various attainments, were suitably set forth by 
an adequate Biographer. 

In addition to the brief sketches referred to, 
the volume contains an address to the Alumni of 
Columbia College, delivered in 1827, prepared 
therefore amid the cares of the gubernatorial sta- 
tion, and never before published. It contains also 
the extended and mjnute Journal kept by Clinton 
in 1810, when in connection with the other Ca- 
nal Commissioners he traversed the country from 
Albany to Buffalo, to determine the practicability 
of constructing the canal from the Hudson to the 
Lakes. It contains his address before the New 
York Historical Society, on the Iroquois or Six 
Nations; his speech in the Senate of the United 
States on the Mississippi Question ; his address- 
es before the American Bible Society, and the 
Free School Society in New York ; and his ela- 
borate oration before the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
of Union College. But it does not contain his 
State-papers, or his speeches in the State Senate, 
or any of his other essays and addresses. 

The Journal must abound in interest to those 
familiar with the regions of which it describes 
the forty-years-since aspect. It is curious to 
even a novice in such matters, to find Buffalo 
spoken of as follows : “ Buffalo village contains 
from thirty to forty houses, the court-house of 
Niagara county, built by the Holland Land Com- 
pany, several stores and taverns, and a Post office. 
It is a place of great resort. A half-acre lot sells 
from $100 to $250.” 

“There is an upper and a lower landing here, 
about a mile apart. At the latter is the village, 
the ground of which belongs to the State ; and it 
has been laid out in lots, which have not been as 
yet sold, A ferry and tavern are kept at the up- 
per landing, by F. Miller, and a store by Porter, 
Bartow & Co.”

Lire any Works or Miss Many Jane Granam, 
of Stoke Fleming, Devon. By the Rev. 
Charles Bridges, M.A. From the Sixth Lon- 
don Edition. New York: Robert Carter & 
Brothers, No. 285 Broadway. 1849. 
Besides a very extended memoir of Miss Gra- 
ham, occupying 220 large and densely printed 
octavo pages, this volume contains two essays 
or treatises from her pen;—one, entitled the 
Test of Truth ; and the other, Justifying and 
Electing Grace. The memoir also is in great 
part made up of extracts from her extended cor- 
respondence. 
In the multiplicity of more pressing labors 
we have not been able to examine the book as 
fully as we would gladly have done; albeit 
much predisposed to leave other things for it, by 
the intelligent and animated face of the subject 
of the memoir, as presented by the portrait 
which introduces the volume. We have read 
enough, however, to discover in her a devout 
and earnest believer in God and Christ, whose 
religious character was formed under the influ- 
ence of the truths called Calvinistic, but which 
are older than Calvin in their expression and de- 
velopment; as ancient, even, as Christ and his 
apostles. She seems to have passed through 
some stages of feeling and belief, which only a 
specially thoughtful and observant mind would 
have been likely to experience; and to have 
brought more than ordinary attainments, and 
powers in some respects unusual, to the investi- 
gation of the Scriptures. We doubt not that 
those who have leisure for its perusal will find 
much instruction and spiritual nourishment in 
these replete pages. 


My Moruenr: or, Recollections of Maternal Infiu- 
ence. New York: published by William H. 
Hyde, 135 Nassau-street. 1849. 12mo., pp. 240, 
with a landscape frontispiece. 

The first thing we noticed on taking up this 
new publication was the refined and tasteful per- 
fectness of the print—the clearness and angu- 
larity of the type, the delicate and not glaring 
purity of the paper, and the ink shaded to it in 
a manner to please and relieve the eye. Itisa 
good sign to see a new publisher setting out so 
handsomely. We wish our young friend the 
luck of publishing many such books, and the 
liberality and ability of issuing them all in a 
style equally creditable. 
A perusal of the book shows that the work is 
as worthy of the print as the print is worthy of 
any work. “English undefiled,” a simple, clear, 
forceful, unostentatious style, flowing along with 
graceful ease, like the conversation of a gentle- 
man, of which all you remember is, that it filled 
you full of a pleasant knowledge and good sen- 
timents, without once making his own eyes 
sparkle as if he thought he had said a smart 
thing, or once mantling your cheek in red at the 
consciousness that he felt himself to be con- 
descending for your entertainment. 

Nor has this artistic and scholarly care been 

wasted upon a worthless work. The description 

here given of a family history, as illustrative of 

a mother’s influence, is a graphic picture of one 

of the best specimens of New England domestic 

life. It is not fictitious, as any one may see. 

In the circumstances and the history there is no- 

thing romantic, nothing extraordinary. There 

is no one feature or event which may not have 
had its thousand counterparts. And yet, in 
their combination there is so much of peculiarity 
as stamps the picture with a life-like individu- 
ality. It is this which gives not only propriety 
but interest to a variety of detailed particulars 
which otherwise would appear too trivial. Who 
would commend the skill of the artist, if in 
attempting a portrait of the old grandfather, the 
soldier of “the old French War” and of the 
Revolution, he had not delineated his military 
bearing, or had even left out his gold sleeve- 
buttons? There are many touching scenes in 
this book; it is filled throughout with useful 
hints and just principles; and we cannot but 
think that the privilege of making such a record 

of such a mother should go far to reconcile a 

minister to that loss of health which cut short

The Episcopacy which this pamphlet attacks 
“is the jure divino—the religion of life-imparting 
sacraments, claiming for itself all the blessings 
of salvation and consigning all beyond to the ‘un 
covenanted mercies of God” The author be- 
lieves this, and with good reason, to be “the 
system of the Prayer-book, the ruling element of 
the English and American Episcopal Churches ;” 
and he characterizes itas “a system of attendant 
evil, giving a serpent to those whoask for bread, 
and fomenting schism and strife where there 
should be unity and love.” The argument is 
forcible, the style vigorous, and the censure 
cast upon that arrogant and conceited faction in 
the Episcopal communion which claims that their 
comparatively insignificant body is the alone 
Church, out of which there is generally no sal- 
vation, is well deserved and well bestowed. 

The position occupied by the author is open,

We say unhesitatingly, if we must have this 
tactual leap-frog “succession,” of one species 
or the other, in order to the validity of the pre- 
sent Christain ministry, we go for the prelatic. 
Part of the way at least, we can trace that; and 
some of its advocates have gone so far as to as- 
sert, that it is so neatly complete all the way to 
the apostles thata man who has been baptized 
by one of its priests can,tell, with almost the cer- 
tainty of a thousand to one, that he has been re- 
generated in that baptism, and not merely sprin- 
kled with water. To be sure the chance that 
after all he may not have been, is rather an ugly 
one; and if the “grace” that has effected the 
hang pposing it effected—has had to come 
to his operator through the Leos and Gregories 
and Borgias of the past, itis a pity it did not puri- 
fy the channel as it flowed down. Butstill there 
is something tangible about this. It goes part of 
the way, at any rate; and with good grass-hop- 
per muscles in the legs of our faith we can jump 
the chasms that are so black and yawning. But 
the other—the Presbyterial-succession, we know 
nothing about; we find no such catena stretching 
downward through the past, and we shall be 
compelled to feel that our friends and brethren 
who suppose themselves thus successionally au- 
thorized to preach the Gospel, are much in the pre- 
dicament of the man who has climbed to the top 
of the ladder, and is now pausing in the air to 
draw his ladder after him. 
Why will not churches learn, that they are all 
companies of the disciples of Christ, for sympa- 
thy and mutual aid, and for cooperate action for 
the benefit of others? and why will not minis- 
ters feel, that they derive their authority to teach 
not from any succession to which they are ap- 
pended, but from the call of God’s Spirit illumin- 
ing and renewing the soul, and from the invitation 
of the assembly of Christians, accepting that call 
as real, and asking for its fulfilment in their 
community ?

Reminiscences or Scenes aND CHARACTERS IN 
Cottece. By a Graduate of Yale, of the Class 
of 1821. New Haven: Published by A. H. 
Maltby. 1847, 

A very pleasant and cheerful book, which we 
(the writer) never met before, but which must 
probably have been familiar to those directly in- 
terested in the scenes described. It is written 
with much vivacity and good sense, and in the 
spirit of the Christian: and it has wakened 
many memories in our own heart, some directly, 
by similarity of association, and some by the 
very contrast of its descriptions with our own 
recollections of college days. We give an amu- 
sing extract describing “Commons,” under the 
ancient system : 


“The tutors, who were seated at raised tables, 
could not, with all their vigilance, see all that 
ener and they winked at much they did see. 

oiled — pieces of bread, whole loaves, 
balls of butter, dishes, would be flung back and 
forth, especially between Sophomores and Fresh- 
men ; and you were never sure, in raising a cup 
to your lips, that it would not be dashed out of 
your hands, and the contents spilt upon your 
clothes, by one of these flying articles slily sent at 
random. We were at one time a good deal in- 
commoded by the diminutive size of the milk- 
pitchers, which were all the while empty and 
gone for more. A waiter mentioned, for our 
patience, that when these were used up, a larger 
size would be provided. ‘Oh, if that’s the case, 
the remedy is easy.’ Accordingly the hint was 
passed through the room, the offending pitchers 
were slyly placed upon the floor, and, as we rose 
from the tables, were crushed under foot. The 
next morning the new set appeared. One of the 
classes being tired of lamb, lamb, lamb, wretch- 
edly cooked, during the season of it, expressed 
their dissatisfaction by entering the hall bleat- 
ing; no notice of which being taken, a day or 
two after they entered in advance of the tutors, 
and cleared the tables of it, throwing it out of 
the windows, platters and all; and immediately 
retired.” 

“Thus much for economy and order as pro- 
moted by commons. 

“ However, somewhat may be said in their 
favor. They were eminently social, and con- 
tributed to relieve the monotony of our studious 
life by the variety of incident and conversation 
which they furnished. ‘Have you a spare knife 
there, at your end of the table » ‘Hereis a 
very spare one,’ replies a humorist, holding up 
one worn nearly to the back.— ‘Some bread, 
waiter, if you please. ‘Oh, for heaven’s sake, 
not on that plate that has had cheese on it !— 
‘B. may I trouble you for those cakes” ‘They 
are not cakes. ‘Whatare they” ‘Bricks, 
made in Egypt by the Jews” ‘Let us send 
them to the cabinet, then.’ ‘No, make a pyra- 
mid of them.’ Accordingly they are piled in 
tolerable imitation of those wonders, several 
other tables contributing to the heap.—‘ What 
have you there, A.% ‘One of Tom Crier’s 
auction bills: shall I read it® ‘Yes, let us 
hear it’ ‘Oyes! Oyes! For sale, this day, 
at public auction, at ——’s Museum in Olive- 
street, at three o'clock, P. M., the entire collec- 
tion of the curiosities of that establishment. 
Such es wax figures, stuffed birds, great snake- 
skins, stags’ horns, savage costume, live monkey, 
&e., &c., too numeroys tg mention. Walk up, 
walk up, gentlemen. ——- ~———, pyrctioneer.’ 
A. has a clear, sonorous voice, and as he doles 
out the contents of the document in exact drawl- 
ing imitation of Tom Crier, in louder tones than 
he is aware of, the whole hall is hushed and 
listening, and at the close breaks out in astound- 
ing laughter. Thg tutors rap, and redden at 
such disorder. A. is called gp to answer for it. 
He excuses himself by saying thai, haying 
picked up the paper on his way to the hall, he 
merely read it to those of his own table, at their 
request, without being aware that he was heard 
further, till the laugh apprised him of it. It 
was not always that the tutors could maintain 
their owa gigyity in so spirited a company. I 
remember a ludicroyg incident occurring one 
evening, just as we were going jnto supper. It 
was tutor —-~s duty to say grace. He made 
one or two attempts, but not being able to com- 
mand his risibles, in consequence of the inci- 
dent, he bolted from the hall, convulsed with 
laughter; to which {he tables responded. That 
tutor was of a grave demegnor, and seldom 
laughed ; but when once the fit was on iim, it 
was uncontrollable. To mention an instance, 
besidez the above; as we were seated in the 
recitation reaia, g yery tall fellow, in attempting 
to hitch himself further back upon his seat, slid 
off, and lay upon his back at fuli length, directly 
under the tutor’s nose. It was a snowy day, 
and the floor was slippery in consequence of the 
snow brought in upon the feet. The suddenness 
and oddity of the thing so surprised the tutor, 
that his laughter was ippapressible ; and all the 
more, as the hero of the edzeptare, who had 
unbounded good nature, rose without embarrass- 
ment, and authorized the laugh by joining in it. 

“That old, vivacious, merry, reeking Hall, 
filled with voices little like the susurrus of Vir- 
gil's bees, it is nat easy to portray it. It will 
remain among the vivid recollections of those 
who were its pons. There was one scene 
connected with it daily, which was particularly

Am I a Growing Christian? 
Regeneration is the beginning of a good work 
in the heart, but it is not a complete preparation 
for the kingdom of heaven. e young convert 
is required to “grow in grace and in the know- 
ledge of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ.” 
Paul the Apostle prayed for the Christians of Phi- 
lippi, “that your love may abound yet more and 
more in knowledge and in all judgment, that ye 
may approve the things that are excellent; that 
ye may be sincere and without offense till the 
day of Christ, being filled with the fruits of 
righteousness which are by Jesus Christ unto 
the glory and praise of God.” Tothe Colossians 
he writes—“ For this cause we also, since the 
day we heard it, do not cease to pray for you and 
to desire that ye might be filled with the know- 
ledge of his will in all wisdom and understand- 
ing ; that ye might walk worthy of the Lord unto 
all pleasing, being fruitful unto every pay 
ack. and increasing in the knowledge of A 
One invariable evidence of true piety is the 
desire for higher degrees of knowledge and _ holi- 
ness. How repeatedly and earnestly does the 
Psalmist, in the 119th Psalm, express the desire 
of more thorough acquaintance with the Word of 
God. “Teach me, O Lord, the way of thy stat- 
utes; andI shall keep it unto the end. Give 
me understanding, and | shall keep thy law: yea, 
I shall observe it with all my heart.” “O how 
love I thy law! it is my meditation all the day.” 

The desire of holiness is one of the’most clear- 
ly developed foatnge of the pious heart. ‘ Bless- 
ed are they which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness, for they shall be filled.” To be 
satisfied with our present attainments in piety is 
to be satisfied with sin; for “in many things we 
all offend.” What are some of the evidences of 
our growth in grace ? 

1. Growth in grace will manifest itself by 
clearer views of Divine things. Depravity blinds 
the mind to moral purity. To the unregenerate 
Jesus Christ is a root out of dry ground, hav- 
ing no beauty. In proportion to our growth in 
grace do we “behold the beauty of the Lord,” 
and better understand spiritual truth. 

2. Growth in grace will manifest itself by 
more humbling views of ourselves. Depravity 
makes men think of themselves more highly than 
they ought, and fills them with pride. Divine 
grace gives them correct views of themselves, 
and leads them to say with Paul—* By the grace 
of God I am what I am.” It induces them in 
lowliness of mind to esteem others better than 
themselves. 

“The more thy glories strike mine eye, 

The humbler I shall lie.” 

3. Growth in grace will manifest itself in in- 
creasing pleasure in private devotion and public 
ordinances. “It is good for me to draw nigh to 
God.” Sin draws from God ; holiness attracts to 
him. The more we hear of true holiness, the 

reater pleasure we shall find in communion with 
sod. “One day in thy courts is better than a 
thousand.” When trifling excuses will detain us 
from the prayer-meeting and the house of God, 
there is sad evidence of backsliding. 

4. Growth in grace will be attended with a 
growing interest in the cause of Christ. He who 
loves Christ, of course loves his kingdom, and 
desires to see it established in the world. And 
precisely in proportion to that love, will be the 
self-denial he will be willing to make for its pro- 
motion. ‘Do good in thy good pleasure unto 
Zion ; build up the walls of Jerusalem.” “ Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?” 

5. Growth in grace will show itself in inereas- 
ing meekness. Depravity begets resentment and 
revenge. Grace enables us to return good for 
evil, blessing for cursing—to pray with the mar- 
tyr Stephen—*“ Lord, lay not this sin to their 
charge.” Meekness is a lovely grace, most un- 
like depraved human nature. 

6. Growth in grace is attended with increasing 
cheerfulness. “We walk by faith,” and in propor- 
tion to the strength of faith is the assurance that 
“all things work together for good to them that 
love God!” “Rejoice evermore.”——Presbyterian 
of the West.

Sandwich Islands, 


A ietter written from among the gold regions in 
California makes a statement highly creditable to 
the Sandwich Islanders: 


“Tn the course of the Sabbath, by invitation, 
I visited a camp of Sandwich Islanders, number- 
ing about 30. I found one engaged in prayer in 
the language of his island as | approached, and 
after mingling and conversing with them, found 
they were all members of churches on the island, 
and that all, or nearly all, had their Bibles or 
their hymn books with them. 

“They read for me, in course, the 18th chap- 
ter of Matthew, and without an exception read 
well. 

“T conversed with them through an interpre- 
ter, and they sang a lfymn, when I left them, 
after ywaying with them. In returning I had to 
walk over three miles of ground, and passed a 
number of camps of nominal Christians, some 
of them playing cards, others cleaning gold dust 
or making machines to work with. r need not 
comment. Let those so-called heathen—and so 
they were a few years since—let their conduct 
speak, and let the opposers of missions wonder 
and marvel.” 

Denominations in the United States, 

The Christian Almanac for 1850, just published 
by the American Tract Society, gives the follow- 
ing estimates of the different denominations in 
our country : 

The regular Baptists are put at 667,750, and 
churches at 8,205; more than 250,000 likewise 
are embraced in anti-mission Campbellites, Free 
Will, &c. Methodist Episcopal, 629,660 ; South, 
465,533; Protestant and others, 81,000; Presby- 
terian, Old School, 192,033; New School, 
155,000; Congregational, 127,196 ; other Presby- 
terian sects, 140,000; Dutch Reformed, 39,840. 
German Reformed, 69,750; Protestant Episcopal, 
67,550; Lutheran, 163,000; Roman Catholic, 
1,231,300; Christian Connection, 325,000. Pa- 
pists include every body belonging to them, men, 
women and children ; and most of the others only 
communicants. 


Rev. Joseph A. Merrill. 

A late Zion’s Herald contains a biography of 
the late Rev. Joseph A. Merrill, a highly esteem- 
ed minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
who died at Wilbraham a few weeks ago. His 
family have realized the covenant blessing : 

“ The seed of the righteous is blessed.” Hun- 
dreds will long revere the memory and name of 
Joseph A. Merrill, as they contemplate the family 
he has left behind him. He was one of the good 
men who ‘command their children after them,’ 
and he, together with his inestimable wife, train- 
ed up their offspring in the ways of God. Six 
sons survive their father, all of them in the vig- 
or of manhood ; and though exhibiting an uncom- 
mon diversity of genius, yet all of them are good 
and true men—lovers of God and their race. One 
is a husbandmgn, cultivating the pleasant home- 
stead fields. T'wo of them are respectable mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts bar, while the remain- 
ing three are ministers of the Gospel, and for 
several years have stood up, side by side, with 
their good father in the same Conference. Four 
daughters—all of them, also, I believe, members 
of the Church of Christ, and highly respectable 
for their character and accomplishments—rose up 
before their venerable father. ‘One of them at 
the late Wilbraham anniversary, as she perform- 
ed the first part at the ladies’ exhibition, pro- 
nounced a composition which was specially cred- 
itable to the Institution and honorable to her sex. 
As I heard that theme, and looking forth upon the 
audience marked her three sisters and three or 
four of her brothers listening with deep interest 
to the performance of their beloved sister, I bless- 
ed the man who, though then about to retire to 
heaven, would, however, leave behind him a cir- 
cle fitted to adorn this lower world, and promis- 
ing to follow him afterwards to the home of the 
blessed, 


Father Ventura. 

We have already given the substance of Fa- 
ther Ventura’s remarkable letter in regard to the 
prospects of Papacy in Rome.

The Country Church at West Point. 

We do not know when we have read so touch- 
ing and interesting a legend, as is contained in the 
following relation of the circumstances which in- 
duced the painter of the Embarkation of the 
Pilgrims, to found the beautiful structure referred 
to in the extract below: 

“ Within a stone’s throw from the portico of 
the hotel, upon a knoll] half hidden with trees, 
stands one of the most beautiful structures, of its 
kind, in this country—a stone church, of English 
rural architecture, built by the painter, Robert 
Weir. The story of its construction is a touch- 
ing poem. When Mr. Weir received ten thou- 
sand dollars from government, for his picture on 
the panel of the Capitol, he invested it, untouch- 
ed, for the benefit of his three children. On the 
death of these children—ali three—soon after, 
the money reverted to him, but he had a feeling 
which forbade him to use it. Struck with the 
favorableness of this knoll under the mountains, 
as a site for a place of worship, much needed by 
the village near by, he applied for it to Mr. Coz- 
zens, on whose property it stood, who at once 
made a free gift of it for the purpose. The paint- 
er’s taste and heart were set to work, and, with 
the money left him by his children, he erected 
this simple and beautiful structure as a memorial 
of hallowed utility. Its bell for evening service 
sounded a few minutes ago—the tone selected, 
apparently, with the taste which governed all, 
and making sweet music among the mountains 
that look down upon it. Mr. Weir named it 
‘The Church of the Holy Innocents.’ “—Corres- 
pondence of the Home Journal. 


California Comfort, 

Woe and sad disappointment will be the lot of 
many who have abandoned homes, good occupa- 
tions and betteraims in life, for the purpose of 
grubbing for gold in the dirt of California. Let 
ten or sixteen dollars worth of gold dust, got in a 
day, for three or four months (the extent of the 
mining season), be weighed in the balance with 
constant labor, compared with which, canal dig- 
ging is ease, and sewer scraping cleanly and 
wholesome, and what will be the gain * 

Besides the moral and intellectual deprivations 
to which the miner has to submit, in abandonin 
home, friends and society, there are physical suf- 
ferings and disease to which he is fated, the ex- 
tent of which can hardly be overstated. There 
are to be seen in the private hospital, one of the 
most thriving and profitable enterprises of San 
Francisco, men once sturdy, but doubled with 
rheumatism; youths whose blood once flowed 
rich and invigorating, and which now is impov- 
erished and corrupted with the poison of scurvy. 
They may yet clutch their dirty leather bags of 
gold-dust, but day by day, as they pay for the doc- 
tor’s skill and nurse’s care, the precious metal 
goes faster than it came. Comfort for the sick, 
which would be misery at home, is with difficul- 
ty got for ten dollars a day. 


Reclaiming Clay Land. 

An English agricultural writer says that the till- 
age system practiced by scientific men in England 
is doubtless an immense improvement on the sys- 
tem in vogue some years ago—“ but of all the 
discoveries of the present day, the conversion of 
stiff stubborn clays into a friable mold, through 
the means of thorough draining, double trench- 
ing, or subsoiling, is by far the greatest.
